flying a neutral flag can be con- 
demned as being owned by, enemy 
subjects was raised in ‘an appeal 


Neard before the Judicial Committees 


of the Privy Council. The‘appellants,, * 
the MaueerEy soe iee Hamborn, 
were represented’ by Mr, F. D. 
Mackinnon, KC, and Mz. Ru A. 
Balloch (instructed by Messrs. 
Pritchard and Sons), .while the, 


t Attorney-General, ‘the Solicitors — - 
General, and. Mr. C. R.'s Dunlop ¢ 


(instructed by the Treasury solicitor) 
| appeared for, the Crown. k 
The appellants are the owners of 
the s.s. Hamborn, which in December, 
1917, was condemned, by the Prize 
Court as belonging to enemies of the 
Crown. The questions raised in the 
case’ were’ whether the ship, 
registered as.a Dutch ship, was liable 
to seizure ‘as a German.,ship, and 
whether, being entitled to fly the 
Dutch flag, she was,protected by the , 
Declaration of London, The appel- 
Jants urged that the ship wds a 
Dutch vessel registered at Rotterdam/ 
and the company were a Dutch''com- 
pany. At the time of her capture 


the ship was on time charter to the « 


Manson Steamship Line, of New 
York, and had a Dutch’ captain. 

Mr. Mackinnon urged that the 
effective control of the ship was by 
| Dutch and not German residents. It 
‘was undoubtedly owned by a Dutch 
company, and entitled to be treated 
as a Dutch ship even though , the 
shareholders were Germans. , ° : 

Lord Sumner said it was possible - 
that the ownership. of a ship might 
be transferred to neutrals while its
